Mr. K rause began by declaring that 
th e great m odern safety m ovem ent 
is gradually being extended, not only 
to the various railw ay system s, hut 
into mines, mills, shops and all kinds 
of industrial plants, although it is as 
yet but im perfectly understood by the 
people. 
It is producing results and 
h as come to stay. 
Since it, Aas put 
to work on the K aty railroad three 
years ago, he said, the reduction in 
accident frequency has been 5k per 
cent on lines north of Red river. 
He 
had no report on th e lines south of 
the river. 
He said that during the civil war 
about 1,0(10,000 men w ere killed, an 
average 
of 
250,000 a year. 
But in 
th e se tim es of peace an average of 
35,000 persons are killed every year 
by accidents and fully three-fourths 
of these deaths could be prevented. 
Of th e seventy-six 
train 
accidents 
which happened last year fifty-six of 
them , according to the report of the 
in terstate 
com m erce 
com mission, 
w ere caused by dereliction of duty on 
th e part of railroad employes. 
He 
said th a t accidents from the same 
causes are repeated year after year, 
w hereas 
with 
proper 
investigation 
and care on the p art of the railroads 
tw o accidents would 
never 
result 
from the sam e cause, and th a t no ac­ 
cident should be classed as* unavoid­ 
able. 
In order to m ake the safetv move­ 
m ent a success Mr. K rause said the 
m anagem ent would have to have the 
co-operation 
of 
the 
em ployes.

went into details on all points in his 
lecture, and used lantern slides to 
show' a large num ber of typical acci­ 
dents, explaining exactly how’ each 
was led up to and brought about, and 
how easy it would have been to pre­ 
vent it.

This plot is drilled1 in rows 
about two feet apart and has been 
cultivated, limed and fertilized.

Tomato Trouble*.

be some of the flea beetles. 
These beetles are very small and 
active and can be found by careful 
examination. 
They 
are 
commonly 
black with yellow legs, and are about 
1-16-inch long. 
Remedy—Bordeaux 
mixture 
with 
arsenate of lead, or Paris green. Use 
as a spray. 
Chinch Bugs. 
A good deal of complaint is reach­ 
ing the office about chinch bugs leav­ 
ing the wheat 
and 
attacking 
the 
corn, and the question that always 
comes is as to the ways of combating 
them. 
Chinch bugs do not like dint. Dust 
stops his breathing pores. 
He can 
not very well climb a dirt wall. 
He 
does not like tar. 
These are the 
keys to fighting him after he comes. 
He spends the winter in clumps of 
dead grass, under the dead bark of 
trees, in corn stalks left standing in 
fields, in badly kept hedge fences, 
under boards, old logs, in brush piles, 
or most any dirty or badly kept place 
where he can hide. 
After he is allowed to live over 
winter and is making for our corn, 
we can often do much good by fight­ 
ing him. 
The best time, however, 
would have been a “clean up of his 
hiding places.*’ 
Since 
he 
does 
not like dust, a 
smooth dust space two or three rods 
wide makes a good barrier if the dust 
is kept fine and plentiful. 
In addition a string of binder twine 
that has been dipped In heavy coal 
tar may be laid along the dust path, 
and the two make a good preventa­ 
tive. 
m 
Perhaps the better w ay is to make 
a ditch with a perpendicular wall 
next the corn. and holes made in the 
bottom of the ditch with an auger. 
The bugs will fall into 
the 
holes, 
where 
they 
may be destroyed by 
spraying or by burning, or by other 
ways that will be effective. 
These means are good only until 
the hugs are able to fly, and this 
would Indicate the necessity for early 
work. 
The dust path is good only while 
the weather is dry. If much moisture 
should occur many are attacked by 
disease and are destroyed In this 
manner. 
The weather is the greatest factor 
in chinch bug destruction, but this is 
no argument that we should not do 
what WB mil, Binge the desired wea­ 


ther condition may arrive too late or 
perhaps not come at all.

but if not addressed correctly the ul­ 
timate destination is the auction room 
in Washington.
